In aid experiment, company 
offers to send money to 
Venezuelans who ask for it

Venezuelans’ online accounts.

BOGOTA, COLOMBIA 

In the coming months, 
tens of thousands of Vene- 
zuelans — young, old, rich, 
poor, government support- 
ers, and opposition rabble- 
rousers — will get the equiv- 
alent of $10 deposited in 
their online accounts, no 
strings attached. 

In a country reeling from 
hyperinflation and food and 
medicine shortages, orga- 


nizers are hoping the scatter- 
shot donations will save lives 
— and perhaps pioneer a new 
way of delivering humanitar- 
ian aid. 

The AirDrop Venezuela 
campaign is being organized 
by Airtm, an online currency 
exchange that allows users to 
buy and sell crypto and e- 
currencies using local cash. 
Founded in Mexico four 
years ago, the company 
claims to have completed 2.6 
million transactions in more 
than 126 countries. 


But Venezuela — where 
bolivar bills are literally not 
worth the paper they’re 
printed on and inflation is 
running in excess of 73,000 
percent by conservative 
estimates — has been fertile 
ground for Airtm. There, 
people rely on the service 
and a network of the compa- 
ny’s brokers to exchange 
their anemic money for cur- 
rencies, including virtual 
currencies, that retain their 
value — and can then trade 
them back into bolivares to 
make purchases. 

“We’ve been working in 
Venezuela a long time and
